leader of R ussia’s famous “Battalion 
of Death," Mine. Maria 
Leontievna 
Botchkureva, Is on her way to w ar 
once more. 
Driven from Russia by the Bolshe­ 
vik!, her command of 1000 loyal Rus­ 
sian women disjiersed. 
Mme. Botch- 
kareva reached Am erican 
today 
on 
an O riental steam er. 
"I am on my way to France, and 
expect to die on the battlefield." 
This was all she had to say when 
she 
arrived. 
O ther 
passengers 
on 
the vessel, however, told of the d ar­ 
ing escape from Russia of this mod­ 
ern Joan of Arc 
who 
insisted 
on 
fighting Germany even though* her fel­ 
low conntrynien had quit. 
She crossed Siberia clad db a Rus­ 
sian peasant woman. 
At Vladivostok 
she was repeatedly threatened with 
arrest and finally took refuge on 
a 
British cruiser in the harbor. Again, 
before she could leave 
Vladivostok, 
soviet officers threatened 
her, 
and 
thisr tim e she was taken aboard an 
American transport. 
Accompanying her are her young 
daughter and aide, Captain P. Filipoff, 
the only man ever connected with the 
Battalion of Death. 
Mme. Botchkareva got 
in 
touch 
with the B ritish consul as 
soon 
as 
she arrived here. 
She was 
closely 
guarded at her hotel and would see 
no one.

The county has received an unusual, 
rather remarkable deed. 
It 
covers 
strips of property from Yorba to the 
sea, and it slides into deeds given as 
far back as 1868. 
The deed, presented to the Board 
of Supervisors today by the Stearns 
Rancho Company, is for all interest 
that that company has in strips of 
land reserved for road purposes. 
As deeds were given 
by 
Alfred 
Robinson, trustee for the ranch com­ 
pany, from 1868 on down to the pres­

made for sixty-foot roads at township 
and section lines and 
for 
forty-foot 
roads at quarter-section lines.

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THE STATE WITHOUT MORALS 


Lately we have been getting light on the fact that 
is at the bottom of this whole wicked war business—the 
thing that explains Germany and the German people, 
and makes clear the reason why they are in conflict 
with the free, law-abiding and morality-respecting part 
ut mankind. 
It is the German conception of the state. 
That 
sounds vague, abstract, perhaps uninteresting. 
But it 
must be understood before we can get our bearing and 
really understand the war, and rightly prepare for the 
peace that must follow it. 
Our American idea of the state, which is also the 
idea of our allies, is that it exists for the individual, and 
our national policies and behavior are founded on that 
principle. 
Our concern is not the glory of the nation 
so much as the welfare of the separate men and women 
and children who make up the nation. 
And so we nat­ 
urally insist that the state, or the government that 
stands for the state, shall act just as righteously as we 
expect individuals to act in private life. 
The German idea is the precise opposite. 
The in­ 
dividual exists for the state. Germans are for Germany. 
The state is regarded as a living thing over and above 
nil the people, independent of them, demanding their 
absolute devotion. 
And here is the supreme evil of it: 
The state is a 
being without moral resRjnsiblmy. It demand* services 
without regard to human standards of morality. 
It 
teaches and enforces the idea, so that the individual 
German comes to believe that any act, however evil or 
criminal in itself, is justified and sanctified if it is com­ 
mitted in the name of the state, under orders from pub­ 
lic authority. 
"For forty years,” explains Brand Whitlock, 
in the Everybody’s .Magazine, "these doctrines 
were dinned into the German ear; pamphleteers, 
novelists, soldiers, statesmen, scientists, profes­ 
sors, theologians and pastors, all preached them. 
"The army became the avatar of the state. 
Every man is in the army, and there is but one 
law, one duty, one principal, one religion—obey. 
The private obeys the corporal, the corporal 
obeys the sergeant, the sergeant obeys the lieu­ 
tenant, the lieutenant obeys the captain, and so 
on up the scaffolding of the mounting grades, 
until all power, all authority, all privilege, is 
vested finally in the generals, the field-marshals, 
and the general staff. 
Pastors exist only to 
assure them of the approval of the Teutonic 
God. professors to write learned justifications 
of their crimes, and scientists to invent new 
methods of destruction. 
.’“Thus the Voeuiiar conception of ‘duty’ 
came before conscience, before honor, before 
every moral consideration. Distinctions become 
blurred and finally fade from the mind. 
.Men 
who in their private or personal capacity would 
not think ut countenancing such deeds, would 
permit, even command, any brutality, any wicked­ 
ness, any atrocity, the moment they could say 
to themselves that it was being done tor the 
state. 
"In this mystical conception the deeds be­ 
comes a high and holy thing. 
The uniform 
comes to possess a magic quality; the moment 
it is on his back the wearer becomes something 
other than a man. 
And when anything that a 
man, provided he wears a uniform, desires to 
do, can lie justified and approved in conscience 
merely by saying that it is for the benefit of the 
state, there is no end to the possibility of 
mischief.*’ 
Will Irwin, writing in the Saturday Evening 
Post, speaks of this state with an unmoral soul an a 
God that is to be placated with human sacrifice, and of 
Germany as "that nation whose glory must be served 
though every individual in tile nation be more miserable 
as a direct consequence.” 
it is the literal truth. 
Those German hordes are not 
fighting for themselves, nor for their absurd Kaiser, nor 
for Hindenburg and Ludendorff. 
They are fighting for 
a crazy and utterly immoral idea— a "Deutschland' 
superior to all law, human or divine, a state whose wel- 
lure requires that they give their lives to extend its 
boundaries, numbers, wealth and prestige. 
Unfortunately, we cannot shoot or bayonet an ab­ 
stract state. 
The only way we can rid the world of thai 
monstrous idea is by shooting the idea out of the heads 
of individual Germans. 
And since that idea of Germany IS the real Germany 
of today, which by armed power menaces all the public 
and private freedom and morality in the world. Ger­ 
many of today must be destroyed. 
A Germany that sur­ 
vives this war must be a Germany with a conscience.

Dispatches sent to Berlin from the invading 
army speak of “overcoming the enemy's resistance. 
Ukrainia, like Belgium, is an “enemy” simply, be­ 
cause her people have been offering what resistance they 
could to robbery, murder and degradation

And helpless nations will continue to be trodden under 
the cloven hoof of Prussianism until America is strong 
enough in aim s to crush the oppressor. 


A NATION ARMED 


Once upon a time a powerful nation made wicked 
war upon its neighbors. 
There was a little neutral nation Ripon its borders, at 
the beginning, and when this nation! refused to allow it 
a road through to punish another neighbor, the little 
country was burned, pillaged, laid waste, its inhabitants 
tortured beyond the power of words to describe. 
This 
little nation was prepared to defend itself against an 
army fighting decently and fairly. Hut its non-combatants 
were not prepared for war. 
There was another little neutral country upon an­ 
other border. 
And after a whiles the octopus country 
sought to make trouble so that it might he drawn into 
the fight. 
The object was to lay waste this other little 
land, to steal its food and riches. 
This little nation hedged and compromised and 
came as near losing its self-respect entirely as it dared 
T-for fear. 
It knew what had happened to the other 
country. 
It did not want its women and children tor­ 
tured, its country desolated. 
So it tried to soothe and 
appease the octopus. 
It did not realize that all this 
was only temporizing. 
But just suppose— 
Suppose every man, woman and child In all that 
little land were trained in the use of firearms. 
Suppose 
every one were armed. 
Suppose all the people usually 
called non-combatants were gathered together far away 
from the borders. 
Suppose all the stores were removed. 
Suppose, in short, that that land should profit by the 
example of the first to prepare in every possible way 
for uncivilized warfare, and then should draw up its 
army on toe borders and defy its enemy? 
Wouldn’t that be the safest way in the end? 


Chemical Industry In Japan 
4 
(From the Japan Trade Bulletin) 
Of all the industries in Japan that have developed 
since the war began the chemical industry is assuredly 
the leader, says the Hochi, a Japanese vernacular paper. 
Commenting on the development of this industry, the 
editor says: 
"According to an investigation of the de­ 
partment of agriculture and commerce, the number of 
new chemical companies established in 1913 was 143, and 
the amount of capital invested was 3,000,000 yen ($ I ,r»00,- 
000). 
in 1914 eighty-seven new companies were organ­ 
ized with a capital of 600,000 yen. 
In 1915 sixty-three 
new companies, with a capital of 2,970,000 yen, were or­ 
ganized. In 1916, 220 companies, with a capital of 14,000,- 
000 yen. and in 1917, 282 new companies, with a capital 
of 24,000,000 yen, were organized. 
The actual condition 
of the industry in Japan, however, is not as encouraging 
as is suggested by these figures. 
The backbone of the 
chemical industry, as we all know, is soda, and the pro 
duction of this commodity is not at all developed in 
Japan. It is true that there are one or two manufactur­ 
ing plants in the industry, but they are still in the experi- 
j mental stage. The chief draw back to the chemical devel- 
I opment is the high price of its essential material. 
The 
; price of salt in Japan is several times higher than the 
price in England, Germany or America. 
This being the 
case, the industry cannot possibly develop unless pro­ 
tected by a very high import duty. 
We cannot yet be 
optimistic about its future.

Pasadena Boy Tells of Rush 
By Civilians From Region 
of the Somme 


Tedling of the evacuation 
of 
the 
Somme during the big offensive by the 
Germans in March, comes a letter to 
Mrs. AV. W. Wilson of East Newport 
from her nephew, Elliott Chambers of 
I'asadena, well known 
to 
many of 
those who spend 
their 
summers at 
beast Newport and well known to many 
local people as a former football play- 
ar at W hittier College. 
The letter was written on April 16, 
md It reached Mrs. Wilson on May 9. 
Ordinarily it has taken 
at 
least 
a 
month for letters to come through. 
The ‘unit” spoken of in the letter is 
[me of those maintained for helping 
the civil population in farming opera- 
ilons. 
Chambers’ letter says: 
Leaving the Somme 
LOURDES (H autes Pyrenees), 
April 16, 1918. 
I’d like to be in the Grizzlies myself 
and would be tickled to death if I 
coil ii Id come over 
there, 
join, 
and 
rome back in a couple of months. 
I 
don’t think there is much chance to 
leave France now though. 
I supiwse 
I’ll have to drive an ambulance if I 
want to get in it; the action I mean.

Pyrenees, to guard temporarily some 
lunatics who had to be taken out of 
the Somme. 
We are going back to 
Paris next Thursday and from there I 
think we will probably go to Lermaize, 
near Verdun. 
This country Is certainly the most 
beautiful I’ve ever seen; very pictur­ 
esque and altogether very much worth 
coming a long way to see. 
We took 
an all-day hike into the Pass, called 
the “Getaway to Spain,” the other day 
and after walking ail morning we went 
swimming in the ice-cold river. 
Sees Old Fortress 
Yesterday I went up 
In 
the 
old 
fortress which has been guarding tile 
pass since Charlemagne’s time. 
The 
walls are of rock, about four feet thick 
and the place must have been impreg­ 
nable when it was in actual use. They 
have some Alsatian 
prisoners 
there 
now. 
Across the river from our hotel is a 
big round hill 1000 m eters high, with 
a cog railway to the top. 
There Is a 
wonderful view of the mountains from 
here. 
It looks too good to be true. 
The Pyrenees have a wall of peaks 
extending as far as you can see and it 
rains so much that 
the 
valleys are 
dark green and the whole lowland is 
one huge lawn. 
Lourdes is much visited by Catholics 
and the Basilique has a grotto where 
people bathe and are supposed to be 
healed of all ills. There are stacks of 
crutches, trusses, etc-, left by these 
cured people. 
It is the most religious 
place I ever got into. There are liter­ 
ally scores of shops which sell nothing 
but crucifixes, figures 
of 
saints and 
trinkets and beads, etc. 
Pau, near here, is another popular 
resort and is a very interesting place. 
Studying French 
I am getting on with 
my 
French, 
slowly but surely. The verbs are the 
hardest part 
of 
the 
language, al­ 
though there are so 
many 
idiomatic 
ways of saying things that it 
takes 
lots of study and repetition to even re­ 
member what you do know. Pretty 
good French is spoken down here but 
when we were in Picardie, the Somme, 
we heard little except Patois and this 
is worse than nothing. I have lost all 
my books with my clothes. 
I even 
lost my diary but possibly our duffle 
bags will he found. 
I want to learn to speak French 
pretty well ana read easuj out it s &u 
ing to take time. In Paris there are so 
many English-speaking 
people 
that 
you could live there a year and not 
have to speak fifty words of French. 
When we first went to Paris, last Sep­ 
tember, we would go into a shop and 
ask for something, in French, and 
would be answered in English. 
All 
the people in the cities are trying to 
learn English. 
It helps the shopkeep­ 
ers in their business and they certain­ 
ly are reaping a harvest of francs from 
the American boys. 
They think that 
all Americans are 
rich 
and 
often 
charge them accordingly. 
Estimate LOM 
This is certainly a critical time, may­ 
be the decisive battle of the war. 
I 
guess people at home are beginning to 
realize how strong Germany is. They 
seem to have an unlimited number of 
men on this front and their generals 


I don’t seem to care how many men they 
will lose when they are after an ob- 
' jective. 
The Paris papers 
say 
that 
the German loss in the first few days 
of the battle was 520,000. 
I’d like to he in America for a little 
1 while just to see what the sentiment 
is like, about the situation. 
I haven’t seen very many American 
I soldiers yet, except, when 
in 
Paris 
i Paris is full of soldiers of all kinds. 
We met lots of Tommies and "kilties” 
up there in the Somme and some of 
them are as hard to understand as a 
Frenchman. 
The Scots say “I dinna 
ken” and al! sorts of things that I 
never have heard outside of a book be- 
! fore. We also met a bunch of Ulster­ 
ites, whose mark is a red hand. They, 
tile Scots, and the Tommies all like to 
' tell about how “Jerry” hates to see 
' them coming. 
They 
say 
that 
the 
| French sectors are very quiet until 
they go up to relieve the French and 
then things being to happen. Evident­ 
ly there is sometimes a sort of a "if 
you won’t shoot, T won't shoot” under­ 
standing between 
the 
French 
and 
boches. 
G u s m c s on Peace 
Of course everybody wants 
peace 
but nobody hopes for it 
very soon. 
Some say it will last forever. A favor­ 
ite story is of two Tommies. One said, 
“How long are you 
enlisted 
for?” 
“Seven years.” 
“Aw, th at’s nothing, I’m here for the 
duration.” 
Everybody is saying 
now 
that it 
will last two more years, but of course 
they are just guessing. 
There is not a very great food short­ 
age in France, although everything is 
high. 
While we were in small towns 
we could get eggs, butter and milk and 
we got fat. 
It hasn’t been quite so 
easy to get fat lately though, since 
they have a strictly enforced bread ra­ 
tion of 250 grams a day. Soldiers get 
more than this though. English fel­ 
lows say the situation in England is 
much worse and France seems to be 
the best fed country of Europe. Sweets, 
sugar, and such luxuries are obtain­ 
able but high priced. 
We get the news of the front one day 
late, in the Paris edition of the New 
York Herald. 
It’B very convenient. I 
have enough to read because I’m gen­ 
erally with a group of Americans and 
somebody is always 
getting 
Ameri­ 
can magazines. 
Well, I hope it is all over before our 
boys get very much of it. It’s fierce to 
see almost every woman wearing black 
and I hope it will never be like this in 
America.

Says Sammies All ‘Crazy For 
Sweets and Cookies; ’ Can’t 
Get Them In France 


H. J. Gerken of 1057 East Fourth 
street, has received a very interest­ 
ing letter from his brother, Fred Ger­ 
ken, who is in 
the 
Signal 
Corps 
somewhere in France. 
The young man announces his safe 
arrival “over there" and says his com­ 
pany has moved half a dozen times 
and is now well located with all con­ 
ditions good. 
The journey across the big pond was 
made in a very large fast 
boat 
and 
Gerken writes that he was not 
af­ 
flicted with seasickness, so that 
he 
greatly enjoyed the pleasure trip. 
France, says the letter, Is a pretty 
country, but the writer does not think 
it compares with England for beauty 
and scenery and is not so clean. The 
letter states that food is plantiful but 
unusually high priced. Nearly all of 
the canned fruit, 
the 
soldier 
says, 
comes from California and is very ex­ 
pensive. 
Mails are slow, says Gerken, and he 
had just received some letters from 
home written in February. 
Gerken states that the boys are 
all crazy for sweets and cookies and 
cannot purchase them, as the French 
have “cut them out” during the period 
of the war. 
The soldier says that he is feeling 
fine, getting plenty to eat and his quar­ 
tes are better than they were in the 
South and Texas and the French are 
doing everything to make the Sammies 
comfortable.

WINTERSBURG, May ll.—Follow­ 
ing are extracts taken from a long let­ 
ter written by Tom Clay, brother of 
Mrs. W. F. Slater, to herself and fam­ 
ily, from 
“somewhere 
in 
France." 
where he is engaged in Y. M. C. A. 
work: 
"Have been unable to speak a word 
for two weeks but am all right again 
and think I am now fully acclimated. 
Almost every one that comes over 
here loses his voice for a time in the 
same manner, it being 
due 
to 
the 
change in climatic conditions. 
“Don’t worry for a minute about my 
welfare for I ain far from the danger 
zone, as are the majority of the Y. M. 
C. A. men. We all want to be on the 
firing line but few get there as only 
a small percentage of the armies are 
ever at the front at a time, so in con­ 
sequence not many Y. M. C. A. work­ 
ers ever reach there. 
“As 
to 
inquiries 
concerning the 
morals of the soldiers over here, it is 
the very same as in civilian life. 
A 
few thousand miles of salt water does 
not make much difference in disposi­ 
tions. 
“As to my opinion as to when the 
war will end, I haven't any and you 
have a much better chance to really 
know what is going on than we have 
over here. 
You can't judge a picture 
when you are too close to it, you know. 
“Genuine California 
February and 
March 
weather 
prevails 
here 
ami 
there are many things that remind one 
of California. The roads are good but 
not as good as our paved ones. 
“The structures here are quite dif­ 
ferent from those at home, 
all 
the 
buildings being 
lavishly 
decorated. 
One never sees any any other way. 
Even the laive water tanks, of which 
there are many, are fanciful. The ar­ 
tistic plus utility is the usual mode 
here in comparison with the reverse in 
the U S. A.”

ularly r i c h . H e sgys there is enough 
mineral wealth in these provinces to 
make the British empire wealthy for 
all time.

from a letter written by al Bed Cross 
Canteen worker, Helen McElhone, an 
American woman and college graduate 
now located In a district, almost con­ 
stantly under bombardment: 
/ “Foyer Ales Allies,

“BaX-le-Duc. 
, “Things look f very blade to me. 
I 
am discouraged at the bkg ouUook of 
affairs aud also at my small doings, 
but it may be the blackness that comes 
before dawn. 
Let us hope so. 
Our 
men certainly need help now as much 
as the poilus. 
I am beginning to 
see 
those who have been at th* 
front In fact, I am beginning to see 
some of the results of this life. They 
are sick and homesick, and worse 
things have happened to them. 
Sev­ 
eral have said: ‘All we ask Is to»get to 
the front and do what we have to do. 
Anything Is better than this life., . . 
This morning we had more Americans 
than I have seen before st one time. 
gee cam* up to me here ss I was 


drawing coffee from s big marmite as 
fast as I could till cups and, pointing 
to his pipe, said, ‘Tubac, tobac.’ 
I 
said,‘Do you want some tobacco?’ He 
seemed stunned for a moment and 
then said: ‘Do you know it nearly 
gave me a fit to bear you speak Eng­ 
lish. I haven’t heard a woman speak 
English In five months/ He said he 
had been walking about in the cold 
since four o’clock last night 
He 
couldn't find a hotel or a bright light 
because, of course, everything is closed 
and darkened on account of the bom­ 
bardments. . . . The Americans are 
very fond of barn sandwiches. They 
eat much more than the French sol­ 
diers, and when they first came In and 
ordered six eggs apiece It caused con­ 
sternation throughout the land. The 
funniest thing of all is to hear the 
Sammies grandly urging these wealthy 
English girls to ‘keep the change—oh, 
keep the change!’ . . . We start the 
day at five and work continuously un­ 
til nine, when three fresh cantinieres 
relieve us. At five we go on for the 
evening shift from Ave to eight, and 
It Is the most exciting and exhausting 
of the shifts. There is a certain time 
when they come down on us like a 
flood, eight or ten deep around the 
counter and three or {cur hundred al­ 
together in this little room, aa eager 
and tired aa schoolboys." 
The foregoing letter indicates that 
our soldiers look to the Red Cross 
Canteen as an oasis in a desert. They 
would not have It if It were not for 
your Bed Cross.

Last summer tho public subscribed 
a hundred million dollars to the lied 
Cross. 
At the lutest statement over 
eighty-flve millions of it had been ap­ 
propriated. 
Where has It gone? you ask. 
For 
many months the world hns been 
spending over a hundred million dol­ 
lars a day for the destruction of life, 
limb and means of subsistence. Call 
up what you have read about the war’s 
devastation. The American Red Cross’ 
enormous job is to do whatever It can 
to alleviate that—not after the war, 
not after governments have deliber­ 
ated and resolved; but right now, at 
the minute, on the spot It’s amazing 
that It has don* *0 much with so llttl* 
money. 
Last autumn the Italian army fell 
back precipitately. On your war map 
that meant rubbing out one line and 
draw-lng another half an inch further 
south. 
Over there In Italy It meant 
thousands of poor families fleeing from 
their homes. 
Major Murphy, Red 
Cross Commissioner in Europe, rushed 
to the scene and wired: “Indescribably 
pathetic conditions exist. Involving 
separation of mothers and children, 
cold, hunger, disease, death." In No­ 
vember and December the American 
Rod Cross appropriated three million 
dollars for relief there—a large sum, 
yet small In comparison with the need. 


Condensed Milk for Children. 
Soldiers are only a part of the Red 
Cross’ 
work—probably 
the smaller 
part. Every instant, somewhere In the 
vest flood of destruction, a hand 
reaches up in appeal. It is pretty apt 
to be a child's hand or a woman’s. 
When 
the

reached Petrograd It asked the gov­ 
ernment, “What la the moat argent

thing?" The gov eminent replied: “We 
must get condensed milk tor the little 
children here." 
The commission got 
the milk. At one spot to France farm 
work was stopped by lock of horses. 
That meant more huagar. 
The Red 
Cross got in a big tractor and set It 
to plowing for the commumttj. 
There ure a million needs. 
Cold, 
wet and the deadly physical attain of 
the trenches undermine meo’a consti­ 
tutions. A frightful scourgo of tuber­ 
culosis has developed In BTqoaa. The 
Red Cross hns built sanatoria, pro­ 
vided over a thousand beds sad Burses. 


Thirty Millions for F 
I have here a big sheaf af 
filled with figures. One item is thirteen 
million und odd dollars—the amount 
which, up to that time, had gone to the 
local chapters of the Red Cross in the 
United States for local relief. Twenty- 
five per cent of the money subscribed 
through the chapters eventually goes 
that way. 
Over thirty millions have been ap­ 
propriated for work In France. Here 
is a million and a quarter—In round 
numbers—for military hospitals ami 
dispensaries; over a million and a half 
for canteen service, where French and 
American soldiers, relieved from the 
trenches, can get good food, a cot, a 
bath, and have their clothes disinfected 
—and 60 go on for their brief holiday 
clean, rested, nourished. There are 
over three millions for hospital supply 
service; half a million for rest sta­ 
tions for American troops. 
Ald of refugees—eleven thousand 
families—accounts for nearly three 
million dollars; care and prevention of 
tuberculosis takes over two millions; 
care of helpless children over a mil­ 
lion; relief work in six devastated dis­ 


tricts, Including care of five thousand 
families and sufficient reconstruction 
to make houses habitable, required 
over two millions. 


Misery en an Unparallalad Beala. 


These are all large items; but the 
Red Cross Is grappling with human 
misery on an unparalleled acale—a 
world of it The Item for relief of the 
blind amounts to four hundred thou­ 
sand dollars. The dispensary service 
sends supplies to more than thirty-four 
hundred hospitals. The Bcd Cross re­ 
ceives and distributes more than two 
hundred tons of supplies dally at Paris. 
For this distribution and Its other 
work it requires a big transportation 
service of motors and trucks. This 
transportation service has cost a mil­ 
lion and a half, and its operaUng ex­ 
penses run to .a million dollars. 
Every dollar it spends means misery 
alleviated. Its work is building abroad 
for the United States the best good will 
In this world. It is building the best 
good will among ourselves. Whatever 
else the war may produce, we shall be 
proud of our Bed Cross. 


Compare Your Baby’s 
First Four Years 
With Tins 


In 1913 little Marie was born in a vil­ 
lage not far from Mezlerea, in the 
Ardennes. 
In 1914 Marie’! father, called to the 
colors, fell at the Marne. And Marie 
and her mother atayed In the village, 
which was now In the Germans’ hands. 
In 1915 a poster was pasted up on 
the door of the village church, and 
that night Marie’* mother vanished, 
along with a score or more of other 
women. 
In 1916. Marie was still living in that 
village—existing through the charity 
of the few elderly folk the Germans 
permitted to stay. 
In 1917 Marie, with all the children 
under fourteen years and all the old 
people left alive In the village, was 
bundled Into a crowded car and 
shipped Into Germany, round through 
Switzerland and thence Into France, 
arriving at Evlan. She was underfed, 
of course, emaciated, sickly, dirty, too 
lightly dressed for the time of year. 
And she came Into Evlnn with not a 
relative, not a friend left In all France 
to take care of her. 
Who took her? Your Red Cross I 
Over there In Evlan your. Red Cross 
took charge of lier, cared for her Id 
the Red Cross Children’s Hospital, 
clothed her, led her, built up hor 
strength, taught her to play—and then 
helped the French authorlUes find her 
a HOME. 
Multiply Marie by 500 and you will 
have some Idea of just one day’s work 
your Red Cross does at Evlan. 
It Is 
only one of the Red Cross activities In 
France, to be sure—but for Just that 
one alone can you help being proud of 
it?

in France.

Have you heard of what happened 
in Roumania when that stricken nation 
stood In rags and starving before the 
shocked eye* of the world? We had 
thought ourselves grown used to trag­ 
edies until this greater horror struck 
a blow that 'roused still untouched 
sympathies. 
And yet we felt so helpless, you and 
I, so terribly weak In our ability to of­ 
fer ald. 
But were we? 
After all, 
were we not the very ones who car­ 
ried new life and hope to the heart of 
Roumania? 
You shall be your own 
judge. 
Fighting with the desperation of de­ 
spair, the shattered Roumanian army 
still struggled to beat off the Kaiser's 
bloody Huns, who were mercilessly 
trampling the life out of the little 
kingdom. And the Kaiser smiled bru­ 
tally as he saw hts wolves at work 
and knew that from behind the lines, 
attacking the fighting men of Rouma­ 
nia from the rear, entering the homes 
where mothers clung to the frail, dis­ 
torted forms of their babies—was star­ 
vation. 
No country around Roumania could 
help her—and America was too far 
away. 
Thousands would die before 
supplies held in our own country could 
be sent her. 
Hope was gone. 
Death by hunger 
and by the dripping sword of the Kai­ 
ser was closing in. A brave little na­ 
tion was being torn to pieces. 
Then came the miracle. One morn­ 
ing the streets of Jassy, the war capi­ 
tal of Roumania, swelled with sounds 
of rejoicing. ■ A city where the day be­ 
fore there was heard nothing but the 
walls of the starving and the lamenta­ 
tions of those mourning their dead 
now was awakened by shouts of joy. 
You. my friend; you who huve help­ 
ed In the heroic work of the American 
Red Cross, had gone to the rescue of 
Roumania. A train of SI big freight 
cars packed to their utmost capacity 
with food, clothing and medicine, tons 
upon tons of it, had arrived In Jaasy 
after making a record breaking trip 
from the great store houses of the 
American Red Cross in Russia. Other 
trains followed It; thousands were fed 
and clothed and nursed back to health. 
For weeks and even to this day the 
brave people of Roumania are being 
cared for in countless numbers by our 
own Bed Cross. 
So was Roumania helped, and when 
history records how this last fragment 
of a sturdy nation was kept out of the 
hands of the terrible Huns It will give 
the victory to yonr American Bed 
Croon.

Went Gladly—Prepared to Die. 
“My brother had been In the service 
since 1015; he went absolutely gladly 
and quite prepared to die lf needs be; 
he had Just gotten out of the hospital 
after an attack of trench fever and 
In a letter I have from him, written 
the day he was killed, he said ha wa* 
feeling pretty At except that his arms 
and legs still ached a bit, and, of 
course, I ache when I think he may 
have gone back too soon. He wouldn’t 
mention any little discomforts. 
“We are wonderfully busy. 
I pa^ 
celed 320 sweaters, 270 pall* socka, TC 
scarfs and 75 pairs wristlets lait 
week—so far we have sent 1,000 sweat­ 
ers, 1,600 pairs socks and over 500 of 
the other articles Just from this valley; 
we are very proud. Our knitters can 
use 300 pounds of wool a week with 
ease, lf we could only pay for it 
“I wish you might have dropped to 
Monday evening to see 15 ladles, head* 
of the Mormon Girls’ League, and lf 
ladles, heads of the Mormon relief 
workers, all here planning Red Cross 
work. It will be a good thing for our 
church to have them know na bettor 
and fear us less. 
They are such a 
splendid lot of women." 
So many could have a spirit like 
tills, lf they would. 
So much of the 
“sob stuff” Is due simply to thought­ 
lessness and to lack of habitual self 
control. I wish that every women In 
this. country might have a day on duty 
at the door of the hostess boose at aa 
embarkation camp, a day given up to 
seeing how other women bear tbs or 
deal of goodbye, and how their atti­ 
tude reacts upon their men. 
After 
my first such day I felt I never could 
whimper again. One meets all phases 
of weakness and strength—the hero­ 
ism Is not sensational but of a quiet, 
matter-of-fact kind that grips tho 
heart
